A “born again Christian” 
traveller and spokesman for 
Gypsy rights from Epsom conned 
elderly and vulnerable victims, 
some of them in their 90s, out of 
thousands of pounds in a garden¬ 
ing scam. 

Benjamin Brown, 62, would 
overcharge for landscape garden¬ 
ing, paving and fencing and re¬ 
spond to any challenge with 
threats and aggression, accord¬ 
ing to the council who prose¬ 
cuted him. 

He racked up as much as 
£665,000 from the cons 
over seven years, Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court 
heard last 
week, from 
victims 
across 
Sut¬ 
ton, 


Wallington, Richmond, Twicken¬ 
ham and other parts of Surrey 
using business names Greenfin- 
gers Gardening and Homecare 
Property Maintenance. 

The scams took place between 
2006 and 2013 while Brown, of 
Cox Lane, was chairman of the 
respected Surrey Travellers 
Forum. 

John Hockley, chairman of Sur¬ 
rey Travellers’ Forum, said 
Brown was joint-chairman of 
the group for a year between 2008 
and 2009. 

He said he was “sad and disap¬ 
pointed” at Brown’s actions. 

Mr Hockley said: “The whole 
community does get tarred by 
incidents like this. 

“It is a shame because there are 
lots of decent people out there. 

“I do know this guy and feel 
deeply sad. 

■ “It was not the person 
I knew back in 2008.

“It is a real shame.” 

In 2009, Brown spoke about the 
impact a new “blanket ban” on 
cold-calling on people’s homes 
was having on the Gypsy and 
traveller community. 

He said in a video posted on 
YouTube: “What do we do? 

“Don’t go out and try to knock 
on doors to get a living? Go and 
sign on the dole and then live off 
the state. 

“We don’t do that. We like to go 
to work and earn a living.” 

He added: “If you do a job and it 
goes wrong, they are not giving 
you a chance to rectify it, they are 
coming straight along and nick¬ 
ing you for it.” 

He also said: “I just think we are 
being targeted, we are being 
persecuted. I am not prejudiced in 
any way. I like everybody and I 
try to get along with everybody.

Con man Moriarty fails to live up 


to his master criminal namesake 


SO, WHO WAS THE REAL

It did not take Sherlock to 
catch this wannabe con man 
who tried to trick elderly 
residents into believing 
they owed him money for 
windows he never cleaned. 

Unlike his namesake, 
Anthony Moriarty, 29, of 
Brighton Road, Banstead, 
was far from a criminal 
mastermind. 

He was unmasked by two 
elderly women. 

He called on two pensioners 
on two separate occasions 
in Sutton claiming they owed 
him money for cleaning 
windows. 

Moriarty first called on a 
87-year-old living in Mayfield 
Road, Sutton, on Sunday, 
February 22. 

He told her he needed to be 
paid after he had cleaned her 
windows at the front and 
back of her home. 

She told Moriarty that she 
had not asked anyone to

clean her windows since her 
mother died in 1993. 

Moriarty then asked to 
enter the home and claimed 


the work had been on his cal¬ 
endar, but she refused and 
called the police once Moriar¬ 
ty had left. 

The next day, police were 
alerted to a man knocking on 
doors asking if they wanted 
their windows cleaned. 

Officers later found 
Moriarty on the doorstep of a 
home in King’s Lane, where 
he was talking to a 83-year- 
old woman. 

He had told the woman 
that he had cleaned her win¬ 
dows at 5.30am, but she was 
suspicious that Moriarty was 
not her regular window 
cleaner. 

At Croydon Crown Court 
Moriarty was sentenced to 
14 months’ imprisonment 
after pleading guilty to two 
counts of fraud and was 
ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £100. 

Moriarty was also issued 
with a criminal behaviour 
order, which bans him from 
entering King’s Lane, May- 
field Road, Crowland Road, 
Gilsland Road and Cassaland 
Road. 


Criminal mastermind Professor 
James Moriarty was created by 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle in 1893 
for his series of detective 
novels featuring Sherlock 
Holmes and Doctor Watson. 
Although Moriarty only 
appears directly in two 
novels, The Final 
Problem and The 
Valley of Fear, he 
is discussed by 
Holmes in a 
number of other 
stories in the 
series. 

The character, 
whom Conan Doyle 
dubbed the Napoleon of 
crime, is said to be based on a 
number of real-life people, most 
potently Victorian master 
criminal Adam Worth. 

Born in Germany in 1844, his 
family moved to the US. When 
the Civil War broke out, Worth 
enlisted in the Unionist Army, 


but became a “bounty jumper” 

- joining regiments under an 
assumed name, taking payment 
then deserting. 

After drawing the attention of 
the famous Pinkerton detective 
agency, he fled to Paris and 
then to Britain. 

Worth purchased 
Western Lodge in 
Clapham Common, 
entered high society 
and created a 
criminal network. He 
is most famous for 
stealing Thomas 
Gainsborough’s painting 
of Georgiana Cavendish, 
Duchess of Devonshire, from a 
London gallery with associates. 

The character of Moriarty has 
been portrayed by a number of 
actors over the years including 
Laurence Olivier and Eric Porter. 

Most recently, the BBC series 
Sherlock has seen Andrew 
Scott, pictured, take on the role.

“And being a born-again 
Christian, you know God 
says we have got to love ev¬ 
erybody and get along with 
everybody, we have got to 
love our enemies. 

“Sometimes you might 
think it is hard to do but 
that’s what we do. They could 


not do to blacks, Chinese, or 
anything what they do to us.” 

One woman was charged 
£12,000 in 2013 for landscape 
gardening he had said would 
cost between £4,000 and 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Another elderly woman 
was charged £10,500 for fence 
repairs. When he lifted up 
garden patio slabs against 


her wishes, he charged her 
£1,500 to put it back. 

Victim Margaret Scurry, 85, 
said: “He was alright to begin 
with, but he got aggressive 
every time we would ask how 
much the job would cost. 

“He’s not a pleasant man at 
all. He is a bruiser.” 

Another victim said he “no 
longer came over as Mr Nice” 


when Brown asked him for 
more money to leave a skip in 
the road, and that “he very 
aggressively told me I was in¬ 
terfering and must keep out 
of his way”. 

He advertised in local news¬ 
papers including the Epsom 
Guardian and its sister paper 
the Sutton Guardian, in 
parish magazines, and by 


posting adverts through 
doors, but was only prosecut¬ 
ed this year. 

Brown will be sentenced 
on August 14 for eight 
counts of fraud and four of 
money laundering. 

Surrey and Sutton councils, 
which brought the prosecu¬ 
tion, hope to get some of the 
victim’s money back.

Tributes to a gentleman jockey 
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A top jump jockey and “true 
Irish gentleman” who won 
the Welsh Grand National 
and lived in Epsom for nearly 
70 years has died aged 93. 

Paddy Fitzgerald, of Lower 
Court Road, Epsom, died on 
Saturday, his granddaughter 
Lauren Fitzgerald said. 

He came to Epsom from 
Churchtown, County Cork, 
Ireland, in his 20s, to pursue 
a racing career in the market 


town renowned for hosting 
the world’s greatest flat race. 

Mr Fitzgerald’s greatest tri¬ 
umph was winning the 1955 
Welsh Grand National. 

This was no mean 
feat as he beat rac¬ 
ing great Fred Win¬ 
ter and his horse 
Sundew. 

They went on to win 
the Grand National in 
1957, and Mr Winter 
would win it three times 
more - twice as a trainer 
and once as a jockey. 

But in 1955, Mr 
Fitzgerald 


was the 20-1 winner, also de¬ 
feating famous crime writer 
Dick Francis, then a jockey 
and riding a horse called 
Crudwell. 

A broken leg in 1960 
ended his career and 
he worked for Harold 
Wallington, whom he 
told the Racing Post 
in an interview 
around the time of 
his 80th birthday was 
“the cleverest

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trainer in Epsom”. 

He told the Post: “There 
was not much jumping in 
Epsom, and even when I was 
riding, I carried on working 
in stables. I had a great time 
in racing, and I would go 
through it all again.” 

The father-of-three and 
great-grandfather of six lost 
his wife Mary 18 months ago, 
to whom he was happily mar¬ 
ried for more than 58 years. 

Miss Fitzgerald said the 


death of his wife led to a dete¬ 
rioration in his own health. 

She said: “We knew when 
one went the other was going 
to go. 

“Paddy was a well-respect¬ 
ed man in horse racing. 

“Even in his 90s he still fol¬ 
lowed every horse race on 
television and attended many 
prestigious events. 

“He was loved by many and 
sorely missed, a true Irish 
gentleman and family man.”

Crash bike ‘removed’

A motorbike that hit a Land 
Rover leaving its masked rider 
seriously injured in hospital was 
mysteriously removed from the 
crash site before police arrived. 

The accident happened on 
Chessington Road, Ewell, at 
4.45pm on Sunday, July 12, when 
a motorcross bike plastered with 
Rockstar stickers hit a parked 
Land Rover. 

Police said the biker, who was 
in his late teens, was airlifted to 
hospital with serious injuries. 

They later said he was in a 
“stable condition”. 

Before officers arrived, the 
red-and-white bike was taken by 
an “unknown person”. 

A witness to the crash told the 
Epsom Guardian: “I was just 
pulling out of Heatherside Road 
on to Chessington Road as the 
guy passed me on the bike. 

“My wife commented that he 
looked dodgy as he had no hel¬ 
met, just a balaclava. 

“As I continued in the other 


direction, I was watching in the 
rear view mirror and saw him 
slam straight into the Land 
Rover, which was stationary, 
possibly waiting to turn right 
into Chesterfield Road. 

“He was travelling at very high 
speed, possibly 40mph plus. 

“I saw him fall to the floor then 
get up, but then appear to lie 
back down again on the floor be¬ 
hind the car.” 

Others have said two young 
children were in the back of the 
Land Rover, and that the motor¬ 
bike was taken by a friend of the 
biker who was seen riding it 
on the other side of the 
road and on to the pave¬ 
ment, but police have 
not commented. 

Residents have been 
plagued with bikers 
without helmets rid¬ 
ing in the area and 
warned it would only be 
a matter of time before 
there was an accident. 

Korina Warner said on the 
Epsom and Ewell Beat Facebook 
page: “For months members 
of the public concerned about 
the bikers’ antics have been 


reporting that an accident is 
about [to] happen and this could 
have been much worse.”

Chancellor George Osborne 
recently delivered his second 
budget this year, but importantly 
it was his first as part of a 
majority Conservative govern¬ 
ment, and seemingly four months 
can make a big difference. 

Whilst back in March there was 
celebration amongst first time 
buyers, July may have brought 
commiseration for landlords, 
or has it? 

Andrews has previously 
acknowledged the current 
buoyancy in the buy-to-let 
market, not least since pension 
reform earlier this year, but for 
property investors who have 


recently bolstered their 
portfolios, as well as those who've 
recently taken their first step in 
to the buy-to-let market, the 
Chancellor's recent changes to tax 
relief may impact that buoyancy. 

But what exactly are the 
changes all about? Simply, at the 
moment landlords with buy-to-let 
mortgages are entitled to offset 
the interest on their monthly 
repayments against their income 
tax bills on the rent they receive 
from their tenants. 

The recent announcement, 
however, will see the government 
limit this relief to those who fall 
into the basic rate of income tax. 


Then, from 2017, those paying tax 
in higher bands will not be able to 
offset their buy-to-let mortgage 
interest costs against their 
income tax bill. 

In terms of how this will impact 
the property market, we believe 
it has the potential to have an 
impact, but that it certainly won't 
be disastrous. 

Simply, for a higher rate tax 
paying landlord, £1,000 of 
mortgage interest currently 
costs them £600. When relief is 
restricted to 20 per cent, they'll 
pay £800. So yes, their after-tax 
yield will be reduced but probably 
not by enough to discourage 


them from investing. 

Meanwhile, for fledging land¬ 
lords who are yet to take the first 
step on the buy-to-let ladder, who 
instead chose to rent a room out 
in their main residence the Bud¬ 
get brought positive news. 

Here, the Chancellor announced 
an increase in the rent-a-room tax 
relief threshold for the first time 
since the Conservatives were last 
in power, meaning that from 2016 
homeowners who rent out a room 
will not pay any tax on the first 
£7,500 of rent which is up from 
the previous level of £4,250.

• Draw Your Curtains: This 
seems like a simple tip, but actu¬ 
ally most people draw their cur¬ 
tains in the morning, and then 
leave them open all day when 
they go to work.

Simple Affordability of Housing in Epsom 


Talking to an elderly relative recently, 
he reminded me that in his day, you 
could have bought a property for the 
same price of what a decent second 
hand car would sell for today and that 
his father was buying property for the 
same price as a decent 50 inch LCD 
TV! Now of course, these are only 
headline prices and we have had wage 
growth and inflation. Interestingly, 
since the Second World War, property 
values in Epsom doubled in 1961, 
1971, 1975, 1980, 1988, 2000 and 2006. 

Looking at more recent times, since the 
start of the Millennium, these increases 
in property values have generated 
large increases in equity for many 
homeowners, but on the other side of the 
coin also making housing unaffordable 
for other people. It might interest readers 
to note that most of Europe experienced 
sharp increases in property values in the 
early years of 2000’s, with only Spain 
beating us (although we know what has 
happened to the Spanish property market 
over the last few years!). In the 2000’s, 
the British situation was different in two 
regards. First the property value boom 
started earlier and saw more sustained 
increases; second, the regional pattern 
was fairly uniform. 

However, since 2010, the regional pattern 


has been completely different in the UK. 
Compared with 2007 (the last property 
boom), average property values today 
in England and Wales are 1.2% higher, 
whilst in Greater London, they are 35.7% 
higher, whereas in Epsom they are 
23.36% higher. The London property 
market has been like a different country. 
Looking specifically at Epsom though, it 
has continued for first time buyers to get 
on the housing ladder. The best measure 
of the affordability of housing is the ratio 
of Epsom Property Prices to Epsom 
Average Wages, (the higher the ratio, the 
less affordable properties are). 

• 1997 5.43 to 1 (i.e. the average 
value of a Epsom property 
was 5.43 times higher than the 
average annual wage in Epsom) 

2000 8.64 to 1 

2002 8.33 to 1 

2003 8.39 to 1 
2007 11.12 to 1 
2009 8.36 to 1 
2012 10.15 to 1 
Today 11.33 to 1 

You can see quite clearly, even though 
we had an improvement just after the 
2007 property crash (i.e. the ratio 


dropped), in following subsequent years 
with Epsom house price’s rising, but 
wages not keeping up with them, the 
ratio started to rise. This has meant there 
has been a deterioration in affordability of 
property in Epsom over the last couple of 
years. This is one of the (many) reasons 
why the younger generation is deciding 
more and more to rent instead of buy 
their own house. The local Council sold 
off council houses in the Thatcher years 
and for many on low incomes or with little 
capital, owning a home has simply never 
been an option. 

With fewer people able to save up the 
deposit required by mortgage lenders, 
more and more people are looking to 
rent, this has also resulted in a change 
in attitudes towards renting over the 
last decade. This delay in moving up 
the property ladder has driven rents 
up in Epsom over the last few years, as 
more people are seeking properties to 
rent. All these things have combined 
to make the demand for rental property 
in Epsom rise. If you are an existing 
landlord or someone thinking of become 
a first time landlord looking for advice 
and opinion and what (or not to buy 
in Epsom), one source of information 
is the Epsom Property Blog at www.

England and Surrey crick¬ 
eter Natalie Sciver can thank 
a Stoke D’Abernon cricket 
club coach for setting her on 
the path to Ashes stardom. 

The 22-year-old, this week 
named in the 14-strong 
squad to face the Australians 
this summer, spent two sea¬ 
sons at the Cobham club 
during two years at Epsom 
College. 

One trial, a professional 
contract and 44 internation¬ 
al appearances later and the 
former Loughborough Uni¬ 
versity student is preparing 
to take on the Aussies for a 
third time and looking to 
make it a hat-trick of series 
victories. 


Sciver, an all-rounder by 
trade, helped England to a 
3-2 ODI series win in New 
Zealand during the winter 
and took 5-27 in her last ap¬ 
pearance for Surrey.

“I was at school when a 
Stoke coach, who happened 
to be a coach with Surrey, 
got me a county trial and it 
has gone on from there,” she 
said. 

“It has been an upward 
curve all the way, really. I’m 
just waiting for a downward 
spiral to come soon, but that 
can wait.”
